He once
told me that he had made it an invariable
riule to hand his mother every letter re-
ceived by him from a woman, and that his
second marrisge was the result of his
mother’s prompting more than his own,
thoueh his cheice was not su ed by her.

His =uccess on the platform in the latter
vears of his life was similar to that which
he had received in the political arena, and
brought him increase th of fame and
fortune, The lecture on Lincoln, he told
me, had brought him a net income of 10,000
a year for several yvears,

He was a shining example of the possi-
bilities open to every American citizen.

Originally erected by the congueror, Pedro
de Valdivin, it has been several times par-
tially destroyed by earthquakes, and was re-
constructed on its present plan by Garcia de
Mendoza, somewhere about the year 1650;
or rather, it was carried as near to com-
pletion as scems to be consistent with local
principles of economy. It has never been
quite finished, and_probably never will be,
because—like the licensed be, of Mex-
ico—its imperfections are a fruitful source
of revenue. Though millions of dollars
have been collected from pious parishioners
—almost enough to veneer the whole pile
with a mﬁna::‘iuld—ﬂwm is still a stands
ing call for * to finish the Cathedral.”
Its Walls Have Been Condemned.

The Cathedral is large eno to shelter
14,000 people, yet has no striking feature
except that of size, It is built of a coarse
kind of porphyry, with a single tower of
rough brick and a tall iron cross over the
main entrance. Though looking like a
monument of solidity, its earthquake-cracked
walls have been condemned and the eitizens
repeatedly warned that the slightest terri-
mote may tumble it down about their ears,
It is not so tawdry inside as most South
American sanct though containing a
score of altars, a multitude of graven
images, a vast array of stalned glass and
palntecl cauvas, and gold, silver and precious
stones galore,

eant is not like {' to be particularly
solemn, as there is no black about the hearse
nor weeping wontn following it—only a
few men and the horses béing driven as if
at & race; but tosee everybody in the streets
in the horse cars, in their earriages, on th
vements or in their baleonies—paying a
ast token of courtesy to the stranger
who is on the way to his long home, robs
grim death of some of its gloom.

Pesides being the seap of Government,
the courts of law and the Legislature, San-
tiago is an Archbishop's See, and is there-
fore blessed with numerons sanctuaries and
monastic institutions. Among the finest are
that of San Augustin, erectea in the
1584, by Don Christobal de Vers,
Inter timez adorned with a pillared ico,
the churches of La Merced, Santa Domingo
end Sak Franeisco—all built in the previous
century; the San Augustin  punnverr,
founded in 1576, by Bish‘?

They are both newcomers, the rich man
and Lazarus, dead but a day, only a day old
in the new life.

Where does the soul go? Does the soul of
the saint go straight into heaven? does the
soul of the sinner go straight into hell? or
do they both wait in some general plaece of
de spirits until the general judpg'mt?

We begin to get an answer to this ques-
tion when we discover inthis parable that
the rich man and Lazarus alike are both in
hell. The distinction between the two is
that the rich man is in torments, while
Lazarus is in Abmaham’s bosom; and that a
deep cleft of separation divides the one from
the other. The rich man wakes up in hell,
and behold the flames are around him, while
Abraham's arms are around Lazarus. But
they are both in hell. Then we remember
that our Lord Himself, after His deathupon
the eross, descended into hell. And thas in
the estimation of St. Peter there was noth-
ing unusual nor remarkable in that. The
wonder was not that He descended into hell
but that He came out again.

Automatic Adding and Recording.

A remarkable machine, styled “the comp-
tograph,” has recently been patented. By
its means figures may be placed in tabular
order with the mpidity of ordinary type-
writing, and their amonst can at the same
time be antomatically added with absolute
certainty. The machine is adapted to record
and foot eight columns of figures, and it
can be e with even a capaeity of ten
columns. The first two columns are nsed
for units and tens of cents, the next three
columns for the units, tens and hundreds of
dollars, and the ing three for units,
tens and hundreds of thousande, the ma-
chine being thus adapted to 4ll amounts
under $1,000,000.

The comtograph 1s an ontgrowth of the
comptometer, a universal figu machine
brought out not long ago, which also was
operated by keys, but which did po print-
ing. comptograph prints lists or enl-
umns of items, and adds and antomatieally
prints the answer beneath them at the same
time. Besides its advantages in clearness
and acenraoy it is said to esable an operator
with very little practiee to do as much work
as can be done by two men in the ordinary
way. For listing checks in a bank, for the
use of insurance companics, for the prepa-
ration .of such extended tables as are fur-
nished by various statistienl authorities, and
for other where acenrate and rapid
work is difficult to secure, this machine E.u
already proved itself a great succesa

A decided nequisition to the means avail-
ahble for the saving of Kfe and property from
fire js o new extenston ladder and fire es
cape, which can be readily raised or lowered
by & steel wire cable operated by a wind-
lass. The ladder ean he taken from the
truck on which it is bronght to the scene of
the fire by eight men, extended 66 feet in
length, and secured in 46 seconds, or, when
lying on the ground, in 37 ds. It is
constructed of upland spruce timber, and
the iron and steel work is made as light as
is consistent with strength and safety. .

Excellent as is the work done by the fire
brigades in this country, we have still some-
thing to learn in some depariments of the
service. This is shown by the creditable
record which the adoption of roved ap-
pliances has enabled the fire department
of Vienna to make. In that city the fire-
men are provided with a sort of diver's suit
sad a fine mask, by means of which they
can make their way into a burning building
fu spite of steam and smoke and effect
rescues that would he impossible without
these devices. The danger of suffocation is
greatest where the fire occurs in the eellar,
and in such cases even the firemen have to
use the utmost caution. The smoke will
often collect in snch dense masses that any
ordi would be exiin , but
